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Will school crossing 
guards be eliminated 
to balance the budget? 


Will school children's safety remain a priority?

The San Jose city government recently released a pro- 
posed “Budget In Brief” for the upcoming 2004-2005 fiscal 
year. Contained in the preliminary budget report is a laundry 
list of possible cuts in programs and services that are sure to 
have a significant effect on San Jose civic life. 

The city’s Budget in Brief outline begins with the admis- 
sion that, “with shrinking revenues, there is not enough money 
to continue the same level of services in all areas.” The report 
goes on to say that “the proposed budget recognizes city council 
priorities and focuses resources on essential services, meeting 
basic infrastructure requirements, and maintaining the city 
council's commitment to neighborhoods.” 

If this is all true, why is the elimination of funds for school 
crossing guards an option under consideration by the city coun- 
cil? 

The city government has a big problem. In addition to a 
$70 million deficit, the state government will be keeping an 
additional $10 to $15 million that would have otherwise gone 
to the city. In addition, the city government must negotiate 
contract agreements with nine employee organization/union 
groups. 

Why didn’t the city plan ahead? They did. Sort of... The 
city set aside $35 million into a Compensation/State Budget 
Contingency Plan to prepare for anticipated reductions in state 
funding. But they also directed administrative staff to prepare 
the 2004-05 proposed budget “assuming no increase in salary 
for any city employees.”

Icy and mysterious, Pluto is 
the only planet never visited and 
photographed by NASA space 
probes. 

In fact, the clearest image we 
have of Pluto is a set of small dots 
that form a blurry digital image 
of light and dark patches taken by 
the Hubble Space Telescope in 
1994. Earth-based telescopes 
have succeeded, however, in dis- 
covering One amazing fact: Pluto 
is nota lone world. but a double- 
planet system. Its companion, 
measuring about half the size of 
Pluto itself, is named Charon. 

Work. is underway to launch 
a robotic instrument package to 
visit and photograph Pluto and 
Charon. The project, called “New 
Horizons”. will map both worlds. 


spacecraft flying by Pluto and its moon, Charon. Artwork by Dan 


Sensors will chart surface miner- 
als and ices, and catalog the gases 
that make up Pluto’s wispy atmo- 
sphere. 

“Its the second epoch in the 
exploration of the planets,” says 
Dr. Alan Stern, the principal in- 
vestigator for New Horizons at 
the Southwest Research Institute

Orbiting in the deep freeze 


far from the sun, Pluto and 
Charon have undergone less 
change than the inner planets dur- 
ing the solar system's 4.5 billion 
year history. 


Pluto could also shed light on 


in Colorado. “We're going to the 
very edge of the solar system.” 
The New Horizons probe is 
scheduled to launch in January 
2006. Its journey will be a long 
one. Pluto is more than 30 times 
further away from the Sun than 
Earth! Even with a speed boost 
from a flyby of Jupiter, the probe 
won't arrive at Pluto until July 
2015. Afterward, the probe will 


the origin of our own Moon. 
Earth, with its single, large moon, 
is unusual. The Pluto-Charon sys- 
tem is the only other pair like it 
in the solar system. In fact, some 
astronomers consider Earth and 
the Moon to be a double planet, 
too. So knowing more about Pluto 
and Charon could give clues 
about how the Earth-Moon sys- 
tem formed.

$17,564,000 combined branch li- 
brary and community center for the 
Almaden neighborhood in South 
San José. 

The 64,000-square-foot facil- 
ity will hold a 19,000-foot library 
and a 40.000-foot community cen- 
ter, with an additional 5,000 square 
feet of shared space. 

San José Mayor Ron Gonzales 
explains, “This creative combina- 
tion lets us deliver more results for 
the money our voters approved to 
expand a heavily used branch li- 
brary and community center.” 

The new library interior will 
have the look and feel of an up- 
scale bookstore. Highlights include 
a “community living room” with 
a fireplace, technology lab, group 
and quiet study areas, as well as 
significantly more space for seat- 
ing. collections and computers. 

The two-story community 
center will offer a gymnasium,

Mexicans. For those who make 
itacross the border, the dangers 
are not over. A recent study by 
the Associated Press found that 
Mexican workers in the U.S. 
are four times more likely to 
die on the job than U.S.-born 
ones. 

Because of its size, Cali- 
fornia is the state with the high- 
est number of Mexicans who 
died on the job. According to 
the Associated Press, 725 
Mexican workers lost their 
lives at the job site between 
1996 and 2002 in the Golden 
State. Some of these victims 
were as young as fifteen years 
of age. 

Yet, the death rates in Cali- 
fornia are lower than “new des- 
tination states” in the west and 
southern part of the country. 

Ironically, as the American 
workplace is increasingly be- 
coming safer, the death rates of 
Mexicans in the U.S. are ris- 
ing. From the 1990s to the 
present, Mexicans were about 
30% more likely to die on the 
job than U.S.-born workers. 
Now the figure is 80%, accord- 
ing to the Associated Press. 

The deaths are accidental. 
Mexican workers die cutting 
tobacco in North Carolina, cut- 
ting beef in Nebraska, felling 
trees in Colorado, trimming 
grass in Las Vegas, and falling 
from scaffolding in Georgia. 


ploying Mexican workers. 
Workers desperately need the 
job and the company needs the 
work done. Workers are con- 
sidered disposable. If employ- 
ers are found guilty of having 
broken laws, the U.S. govern- 
ment may prosecute them. Yet, 
very little of that is happening. 
Limited resources and short- 
ages of bilingual officials make 
it difficult to deal with the situ- 
ation effectively. 

Part of it may have to do 
with the fact that the victims’ 
families fear bringing legal ac- 
tions, especially if the immi- 
gration status is questionable. 
Fear of being deported forces 
people to keep quiet. 

The Associated Press 
study did not distinguish be- 
tween documented and un- 
documented Mexican workers. 
Yet, in all likelihood, those 
without papers are in the great- 
est danger of losing their lives 
while working. 

The dangers of dying on 
the job have received little at- 
tention. In the case of crossing 
the border illegally, both the 
Mexican and American gov- 
ernments have tried to point 
out the dangers. Yet, the lure 
of American jobs is almost too 
irresistible. 

The huge disparity in 
wages between Mexico and the 
U.S. is such an enticing force 


a priority. However, with a Re 
publican president and Repub- 
lican majorities in the House 
of Representatives and Senate, 
the focus is on supporting com- 
panies rather than workers. 

Immigration reform is ab 
solutely necessary so workers 
from Mexico can come to oul 
country legally and receive the 
adequate protection U.S 
workers receive. 

In January of 2004, Presi- 
dent George Bush made an im- 
migration proposal and several 
months later Congressional 
Democrats introduced their 
own immigration plan. While 
neither proposal is perfect. 
both address some key issues 
and could eventually save 
lives. 

Unfortunately, given the 
highly charged emotional is- 
sues surrounding immigration 
and the likelihood of a close 
presidential election, it’s 
highly unlikely that Congress 
will act. So people will con- 
tinue to die as they cross the 
border and even when they ob- 
tain U.S. jobs.

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Recortes de presupuesto afectan a madres latinas en California

Los Angeles, (EFE)- Los 
recortes de presupuesto en el esta- 
do de California siguen cobrando 
víctimas que afectarán a las perso- 
nas con menos recursos econó- 
micos, entre ellos muchos his- 
panos. 

Un ejemplo del efecto de estos 
recortes es el reciente despido de 
dos trabajadores bilingiies que se 
encargaban de alertar a nuevas 
madres sobre la importancia de 
darle pecho a sus recién nacidos. 

El Departamento de Salud de 
California (CHD, por sus siglas en 
inglés) efectuó los despidos, que se 
dieron lugar en la ciudad de Santa 
Bárbara. 

Se estima que este departa- 
mento podría seguir haciendo re- 
cortes de programas y personal, 
pues cuando entre en vigor el nue- 
vo presupuesto del gobernador Ar- 
nold Schwarzenegger en junio, se 
reducirán cerca de dos millones de 
dólares al presupuesto actual. 

Estos dos trabajadores contac- 
taban cerca de 100 madres cada 
mes, respectivamente, para infor- 
marles de la necesidad de que un 
recién nacido reciba leche materna 
ya que este alimento contribuye a 
una mejor nutrición y desarrollo 
para el recién nacido. 

Al igual que la ciudad de Santa 
Bárbara, el condado de Los 
Ángeles también enfrenta este tipo 
de recortes que afectarían a cientos, 
tal vez miles, de madres de recién 
nacidos. 

“Esto es algo que me preocu- 
pa. Existen muchas madres que no 
saben nada de las necesidades de 
un niño y eso podría afectar la 
salud de cada bebé”, dijo Isabel 
Cárdenas, residente de Los Án- 
geles que está a punto de dar a luz. 

“Mi preocupación es por 
aquellas madres adolescentes que 


apenas son niñas y que ahora tienen 
hijos, ellas necesitan de este tipo 
de consejos para asegurar que sus 
hijos se desarrollen de la manera 
correcta y no sufran problemas de 
salud”, añadió Cárdenas. 

Actualmente, la junta de 
supervisores de Los Ángeles 
enfrenta varios obstáculos para 
mantener vivos sus programas de 
atención de recién nacidos y de 
cuidado de infantes, estos recortes 
se comenzarán a sentir más cuando 
el nuevo presupuesto entre en 
vigor. 

“El gobernador ha buscado re- 
cortar los programas de educación 
desde hace tiempo y uno de los gru- 
pos más afectados con estas deci- 
siones económicas somos nosotros 
los latinos”, dijo Lorenzo Monta- 
no, empleado de un hospital local 
que enfrenta estos recortes. 

Este tipo de reducciones han 
sido denunciadas públicamente por 
varios grupos de doctores y enfer- 
meras que han comentado que en 
vez de ahorrarle dinero al estado, 
le costará más. 

Varias universidades que reci- 
ben fondos estatales han tenido que 
recortar sus programas diseñados 
a atraer minorías para continuar su 
educación, factor que según varios 
expertos es una solución temporal 
que a largo plazo será más costosa 
para el estado. 

Estos programas le permitían 
a madres jóvenes usar un sistema 
de guardería en donde podían dejar 
a sus niños para continuar sus 
estudios universitarios, algo que es 
casi un hecho que será recortado. 

El tipo de mujeres que usan 
este servicio son usualmente ma- 
dres solteras que tienen poco apo- 
yO, pero que a pesar de los obstá- 
culos siguen sus estudios univer- 
sitarios. 

“Estos recortes causarán que

californianos 
desaprueba actuación 
de Bush en Irak 


San Francisco, (EFE)- 
La mayoría de los votantes 
californianos cree que la 
guerra en Irak no ha mere- 
cido la pena, y seis de cada 
diez desaprueban la gestión 
del conflicto que ha hecho 
el presidente George W. 
Bush, según una encuesta 
difundida el martes pasado. 

La encuesta de la insti- 
tución independiente Field 
Poll indica que un 60 por 
ciento de los votantes cali- 
fornianos cree que el esfuer- 
zo en Irak, traducido en 
pérdida de vidas humanas y 
costes económicos, no ha 
merecido la pena, frente a 
un 35 por ciento que opina 
lo contrario.

Boston, (EFE)- La Archidiócesis de Bos- 
ton anunció el pasado martes el cierre de 65 de 
sus 357 parroquias como consecuencia de los 
escándalos por abusos sexuales por parte de sa- 
cerdotes que han mermado la asistencia de fieles 
a misa. 

El arzobispo Sean O'Malley, nombrado res- 
ponsable de esta archidiócesis en 2003 para 
afrontar con el problema de los abusos, anunció 
el plan de cierre dentro de una reestructuración 
masiva. 

Los feligreses de las parroquias que serán 
clausuradas de forma gradual hasta finales de 
año dijeron que estudian apelar ante O'Malley 
para que revierta su decisión, sin descartar acudir 
ante el Vaticano.

Chicago, IL/Washington 
D.C.— Alzheimer's disease and 
related dementias are projected to 
increase more than six-fold among 
Hispanics in the U.S. during the 
first half of the 21st century, 
according to a new report released 
today by the Alzheimer’s 
Association. This increase means 
that 1.3 million Hispanics will have 
Alzheimer’s disease by 2050, 
compared to fewer than 200,000 
currently living with the disease. 

The report, entitled “Alz- 
heimer’s Disease among the His- 
panic Population,” brought swift 
reaction from major Hispanic 
groups and leaders. 

“The Congress and the 
Administration must quickly 
approve the Alzheimer’s Associ- 
ation’s request for an additional 
$40 million for Alzheimer 
research,” said Hector Flores, 
National President of the League 
of United Latin American Citizens 
(LULAC), which includes 600 
councils and 115,000 members 
nationwide. “This is our best hope 
for developing new medicines to 
help those with the disease and to 
ultimately find a cure.” 

Representative Robert Menen- 
dez (D-NJ), a member of the 
Congressional Hispanic Caucus, 
said, “As a son caring for a mother 
with Alzheimer’s, I understand 
firsthand the strain it can be on 
families because it not only affects 
families’ lives, jobs, and finances, 
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(408) 734-2064 
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but also their mental and physical 
well-being. Congress must give 
Alzheimer’s disease its full 
attention, and develop a national 
strategy for fighting it. Unless we 
invest in Alzheimer research now, 
the disease will become a bigger 
and bigger drain on a health care 
system that is already at the 
breaking point.” 


Key findings from the report 

* The life expectancy of 
Hispanics will increase to age 87 
by 2050, surpassing all other ethnic 
groups in the United States. Age is 
the single greatest risk factor for 
Alzheimer’s disease. By the middle 
of the century, Hispanics will 
increase as a proportion of the total 
elderly population from five 
percent today to 16 percent. 

* Hispanics have high rates of 
vascular disease which puts them 
at greater risk for developing 
Alzheimer’s. A growing body of 
evidence indicates that vascular 
disease risk factors — including 
diabetes — may also be risk factors 
for Alzheimer”s disease and stroke- 
related dementia. To exacerbate the 
situation, Hispanics are low users 
of medical services and have less 
health insurance than non- 


Hispanics, making it less likely that 
they will receive the medical 
services needed to monitor and 
control the conditions that may lead

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to Alzheimer's. 

* Hispanics have the lowest 
education levels of any group. 
Research shows that education 
may have some protective effects 
against Alzheimer’s. One in ten 
Hispanic elders have no formal 
education. Over half have eight 
years of schooling or less. 

Impact on families 

The report also emphasizes the 
burden that Alzheimer’s places on 
families and communities. As a 
result of the strong cultural value 
of family responsibility in the 
Hispanic community, family 
members — particularly daughters 
and other females — care for 
relatives with Alzheimer’s for 
longer periods of time. And as 
compared to caregivers in other 
communities, Hispanic caregivers 
take care of relatives with higher 
levels of impairment.

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El Ballet de Hong Kong cautivó a la audiencia en San José

Establecido en China en 1979, el ballet de Hong 
Kong es uno de los mejores ballets clásicos del Asia. 
En su única presentación el jueves 19 en San José 
Center for the Performing Arts, la maestría del elenco 
cautivó a la audiencia. El alcalde de la ciudad, Ron 
Gonzáles, abrió la premiere de gala con un discurso 
en el que dio la bienvenida al grupo de 40 bailarines 
y les agradeció escoger “La capital de Silicon Val- 
ley” para la primera de sólo cuatro presentaciones 
en su gira por los Estados Unidos y Canadá. 

No hay palabras que puedan describir con 
fidelidad ““La leyenda del arquero”, el ballet que la 
audiencia presenció en la velada. Basado en una 
leyenda china que explica “la mujer en la luna” el 
ballet relata así la historia: El Emperador está 
devastado por la destrucción que los “Soles”, los 
hijos rebeldes del Dios del Oriente, están causando 
en sus dominios. 

En su desesperación, ofrece dar su reino a 
cualquier guerrero que pueda subyugarlos. Jade, su 
hija, le convence que no lo haga y le promete casarse 
con el guerrero que controle a los “Soles”. El “Dios 
Supremo” le da a Yi, su arquero personal, el poder 
para vencer a los “Soles”. Cuando los vence el 
Emperador le presenta a su hija y los dos se 
enamoran. Esto hace que Feng, el amante de Jade se 
encele. Cuando Jade y Yi están por casarse, el “Dios 
Supremo” aparece en el cielo y reprimenda a Yi por 
haber matado a los “Soles” en vez de disciplinarlos, 
y para castigarlo lo convierte en mortal. 

- Deseando recobrar su inmortalidad, Yi se 


marcha en busca del elixir de la vida. Después de 
escalar una montaña, un ángel baja del cielo y se lo 
entrega. La mucama de Jade se roba el elixir y se lo 
da a Feng. El se lo ofrece a Jade. Yi se siente 
traicionado por los dos y decide vengarse. Ambos 
guerreros mueren en la pelea. Jade se toma el elixir 
de la inmortalidad y flota por los aires a la luna donde 
continuará viviendo por una eternidad. 

La historia es presentada en danza en forma 
magistral. Comienza en las nubes en un escenario 
nebuloso donde los “Soles”, en uniformes dorados 
y portando arcos en sus manos, simulan lanzar 
flechas al aire. La “batalla” no es una danza rítmica: 
los 16 bailarines caminan, saltan o giran usando 
movimientos gimnásticos rápidos que terminan 
cuando unos de ellos brincan sobre los hombros de 
los otros formando una pirámide humana. La 
pirámide se desploma cuando Yi entra volando sobre 
el escenario y al flecharlos les mata. 

En un efecto teatral formidable, “el Dios 
Supremo” representado por una máscara enorme con 
facciones de demonio y boca y ojos iluminados. 
desciende del cielo y se queda flotando frente a un 
firmamento cubierto de estrellas. Yi ve horrorizado 
cómo el arco que sostiene en su mano derecha se 
eleva por el aire y desaparece detrás de la máscara. 
En ese preciso instante, el guerrero, despojado de su 
inmortalidad, cae al suelo desplomado. 

Representada con vestuario tradicional chino y 
en forma dramática, todo en la danza es ejecutada a 
la perfección. Para lograr transportarnos en se- 
gundos, al palacio, o al budoir de Jade o la casa Feng,

la escenografía usa cortinas largas cuyos arreglos 
forman las carpas o el interior de los cuartos. Rayos 
de luz rosados y celestes, descendiendo perpendicu- 
larmente en forma de abanicos sobre el tablado, 


ayudan a crear “magia”. 

Los pasos del ballet están magníficamente 
ejecutados. Hay danzas atléticas y danzas completas 
en punté (Puntas de pié). Contrastando con el ballet 
clásico, cuyo objetivo es la perfección de los pasos, 
el Ballet de Hong Kong pone su énfasis en las 
emociones y las interpreta en la danza. El estilo puede 
ser descrito como “una ópera, cuyo dramatismo no 
está interpretado en arias, si no representado con 
movimientos de brazos y pies”. 

Los lentos pasos del ballet clásico, que la 
princesa Jade (Faye Leung), ejecutó en su sólo en el 
que trata de seducir a Yi (Han Po) tuvo el poder de 
transmitir sensualidad a todos. Sensuales también 
estuvieron sus Pas de deux con Yi (Po) y Feng 
(Nabuo Fujimo) en que Leung, literalmente, enroscó 
su cuerpo alrededor del torso de él. 

Interpretada también con sensualidad pero 
utilizando otra clase de pasos, estuvo la danza de 
Ayako Fujioka como la “mucama”. 

Stephen Jefferies como director, diseñador de 
los sets, y coreógrafo logró poner “fantasía” en los 
ensambles. Digno de verse fue el baile de las 
bailarinas del imperio en el que ellas utilizan las 
mangas largas de sus quimonos de seda blanca para 
formar figuras en el aire cuando mueven sus brazos. 

El ballet usa la grabación de la música del com- 
positor Kuan Nai-Chung, conducida por él mismo e 
interpretada por la Orquesta China de Hong Kong. 
Las melodías, neo-clásicas son dramáticas en su 
orquestación. “La Leyenda del Arquero” sólo puede 
calificarse como formidable.s=

(EFE).- Enclavado en la fron- 
tera entre Perú y Bolivia, en plena 
cordillera de los Andes, el Titicaca 
es uno de los principales atractivos 
turísticos de la región, no sólo por 
su privilegiada ubicación, a 3,810 
metros de altura sobre el nivel del 
mar, que lo convierte en el lago na- 
vegable más alto del mundo, sino 
también por haber sido escenario 
de una historia milenaria 
que perduró hasta la con- 
quista española. 

Existe la tendencia a 
señalar siempre la figura 
de los Incas como el gran 
referente histórico de la 
zona andina, pero mucho 
antes de estos estable- 
cieran en el siglo XV el 
mayor imperio de toda 
América en las actuales 
Colombia, Ecuador, Pe- 
rú, Chile, Bolivia y Ar- 
gentina, un numeroso 
grupo de pobladores del 
altiplano crearon una 
avanzada sociedad que 
dominó un área situada 
entre el lago Titicaca, el 
norte de Chile y la costa 
peruana. 

Se trata de Tiwana- 
ku, nombre que designa 
tanto a la comunidad, que 
tuvo su máximo apogeo 
en el siglo VIII d.C. en 
coincidencia con el auge 
de Bizancio, del Islám y 
de las dinastías Tang y 
Sung en China, como a 
la ciudad que ésta cons- 
truyó a orillas del Ti- 
ticaca. 

El origen de esa civi- 
lización es todavia incier- 
to, pero la mayoría de 
arqueólogos están de 
acuerdo en que Tiwanaku 
fue fundada en el año 
2.000 a.C. 

Sin embargo, algu- 
nos teóricos han ido más 
lejos al afirmar que la 
edad de esta sociedad po- 
dria alcanzar los 13,000 
anos de antigiiedad y los 
más osados afirman que ronda los 
300.000 años.

El viaje en balsa 

Para dar una explicación a este 
fenómeno, una expedición arqueo- 
lógica denominada Qala Yampu 


BOLETO 
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(que en la lengua indígena aymara 
significa “piedra bote”) partió a fi- 
nales de agosto de 2002 en una 
balsa supuestamente similar a la 
utilizada por los antiguos poblado- 
res y realizó un viaje de varias se- 
manas con el objetivo de cargar 
una roca de nueve toneladas y 
transportarla a lo largo de cerca de 
90 kilómetros a orillas de Tiwana- 
ku. 


El objetivo de la travesía era 
demostrar que los gigantescos blo- 
ques de piedra que hoy se pueden 
visitar en ese enclave turístico 
fueron trasladados por vía lacustre 
hasta el lugar en el que actualmente

descansan. Y se consiguió. 

La prueba fue realizada con 
una embarcación de doce toneladas 
de peso, catorce metros de eslora 
y dos velas de cinco metros de alto 
por cuatro de ancho, realizada con 
un 1,8 millones 
de hojas de to- 
tora (especie de 
junco que crece 
en el Titicaca) 
reunidas en 
3.000 sujecio- 
nes... 

El marino 
estadounidense 
Paul Harmon, 
responsable del 
manejo de la 
balsa por el la- 
go, asegura que 
“tras superar al- 
gunos proble- 
mas iniciales, se 
sorprendió ¡con 
la facilidad! con 
que navegaron. 
¡En términos de 
aprovechamiento 
de la fuerza del 
viento, el bote es 
fantástico”, sos- 
tuvo. 

La hermosa 
nave, que contó 
con una tripu- 
lación de entre 
cuatro y seis 
personas de pro- 
medio y fue rea- 
lizada con ase- 
soramiento de 
los indígenas de 
la zona, salió del 
club náutico 
ubicado en la 
parte boliviana 
del lago y se 
desplazó hasta 
Copacabana, 
donde se en- 
cuentra la can- 
tera de andesita 
verde, la misma piedra que com- 
pone las edificaciones de Ti- 
wanaku. 

Allí cargaron la roca de nueve 
toneladas mediante el sistema que 
empleaban los antiguos pobla- 
dores, consistente en deslizar la 
gigantesca piedra con cuerdas por 
un conjunto de rampas de madera, 
y que requirió la participación de 
más de 25 personas. 

Para llegar hasta Santa Rosa, 
el punto de la costa escogido para 
descargar el monolito debido a su 
cercanía con Tiwanaku, la balsa de 
totora navegó alrededor de las islas 


de la Luna y del Sol, 
escenarios de ritos 
ceremoniales en la 
antigtiedad, y cruzó 
el estrecho de Tiqui- 
na, uno de los luga- 
res emblemáticos 
del lugar. 

Ya en tierra se 
produjo un suceso 
que modificó ligera- 
mente los planes de 
la expedición, aun- 
que no restó fuerza a 
la teoría sobre el 
transporte de las pie- 
dras a la ciudadela. 

Las cinco co- 
munidades indíge- 
nas aymaras existen- 
tes en Santa Rosa, 
que recibieron al 
grupo de aventure- 
ros con los rituales 
festivos propios de 
estas sociedades he- 
rederas de costum- 
bres ancestrales, so- 
licitaron a los expe- 
dicionarios la cesión 
de la roca y de la bal- 
sa para la construc- 
ción de un parque y 
de un museo en el 
lugar. 

Según los expertos, que no 
dudaron en aceptar la propuesta, 
los cerca de 20 kilómetros que 
restaban para llevar por tierra el 
bloque lítico a Tiwanaku se habrían 
cubierto sin problemas con el 
esfuerzo de varias decenas de per- 
sonas, como debió suceder en la 
época de la creación de la urbe. 

El proyecto, realizado con el 
asesoramiento del viceministerio 
de Cultura de Bolivia, tuvo un cos- 
to aproximado de 14,000 dólares 
y fue financiado por la productora 
de televisión estadounidense de 
Engel Brothers, que prepara un 
reportaje de dos horas de duración 
para venderlo a los canales espe- 
cializados National Geographic y 
Discovery Channel. 

La Totora, la Rueda de los 
Tiwanakotas 

Una vez concluída la misión, 
el arqueólogo estadounidense 
Alexei Vranich, impulsor de la 
iniciativa, señaló que el éxito de la 
travesía permitió probar que el 
Titicaca fue durante muchos siglos 
“una especie de Marenostrum para 
los pobladores de la zona”. 

“De alguna manera, el Titicaca 
fue el Mediterráneo del Nuevo 
Mundo; quien lo controlaba, podía 
controlar toda la región”, aseguró

Vranich, que ha desarrollado varias 
investigaciones en las ruinas ro- 
manas existentes en España y que 
realiza estudios en Tiwanaku desde 
1995. 

El estudioso norteamericano 
incluso se atrevió a declarar que la 
totora fue para los tiwanakotas tan 
importante como la rueda para 
otras sociedades ancestrales. ¡En 
base al uso de la planta de totora 
se desarrolló toda una civilización! 
concluyó. 

Tiwanaku, que fue inscrito en 
el año 2000 en la lista de “bienes 
del Patrimonio de la Humanidad” 
por el Comité del Patrimonio de la 
UNESCO, es uno de los destinos 
ineludibles para los turistas que 
llegan a Bolivia. 

En la ciudadela se pueden 
apreciar la Puerta del Sol, el templo 
al aire libre de Kalasasaya, un 
templete subterráneo y varios 
monolitos de gran tamaño. 

Pero Tiwanaku tiene aún 
mucho que mostrar, ya que un 
elevado porcentaje de la ciudad se 
encuentra bajo tierra. 

El pasado 15 de agosto, Alexei 
Vranich anunció la existencia de 
una red de canales subterráneos de 
desagiie y de tratamiento de aguas 
después de varias prospecciones 
geoflsicas realizadas con un equipo 
donado por el gobierno de Japón. 

Según el estudioso estadouni- 
dense ese puede ser una buena pista 
para encaminar las próximas exca- 
vaciones, previstas para principios 
de 2003. 

De este modo que tal vez sea 
posible desenterrar en ur. futuro no 
muy lejano las pirámides de 
Akapana y Puma Punku, dos de las 
construcciones más enigmáticas de 
la ciudad .<>

Olympic Committee and the San 
José Sports Authority to conduct 
our trials in a community that has 
a history of embracing the martial 
arts.” says USA Judo Executive Di- 
rector Bill Rosenberg. “We know 
that our athletes will be most wel- 
come and that the local organizers 
will provide an outstanding oppor- 
tunity for the athletes to showcase 
their talents.”

It is hard to image a similar 
situation could exist in San José 
without some kind of resolution; 
arrests; Or at least a reduction in the 
abductions over time. Imagine 
your father—uncle-brother dis- 
appearing on his way home from 
working at Adobe-Heritage Trust- 
Leland Construction; and you 
know of several other families in 
the same situation. Imagine that 
some of those families were told 
by the police that the mutilated 
bones of their loved ones might 
have been found in a shallow grave 
in Coyote Valley. What if the 
community demanded action from 
its officials, and they chose instead 
to arrest or beat the relatives?

Some positive outcomes have 
resulted from a MSN-sponsored 
October, 2003, U.S. congressional 
delegation to Juarez led by Rep. 
Hilda Solis (D-California, LA). 

That visit resulted in a “Sense 
of the Congress Resolution” 


announced by Solis on March 8th, 


International Woman's Day, and 


soon followed with the breaking of 


a major drug ring in Juarez known 
as La Liña. Thirteen corrupt police 
were arrested in March and three 
more are sought. Authorities found 


twelve bodies of young women 


buried behind the house of one of 


the police officers. All were killed 
execution-style. The informant, 
who led authorities to these arrests, 
also revealed that the same group 
would celebrate a successful 
transport of drugs across the border 
by raping and killing a woman. 

Patricia Nuño, 
Comida no Bombas (Food not 
Bombs), suggests “the 
NAFTA on the increase in these 
crimes should be brought to the 
public’s attention.” Nuño is 
convinced that the maquiladoras 
set up by American and foreign 
corporations “are exploiting the 
poor and aren't even making 
attempts to increase the safety of 
the women who work for them.” 

Marques agreed and pointed 
out the case of 17 year old Claudia 
Gonzalez who was sent home in 
the dark of the early morning 
because her bus had made her three 
minutes late for work. Her body 
was found with eight others on 
November, 2001. 

“Workers” bonuses are based 
on a consecutive number of days 
worked, and by locking Gonzalez 
out. the General Motors-Buick 
maquiladora was able to keep her 
bonus,” said Marques. The official 
company response to the Gonzalez 
murder was that it did not take
